the silent force of example. Que womnn
alone, quistly taking her life in her own
hands, and working out the grent problem of
self-help and independence practically, not
merely stating it theorsticully, 18 worth
a score of shrieking sisters frantically
calling on men and gods to ses them make an
effort to stand upright without support, with
interludes of reproach to men for the want of
help in their attempt, The silent woman
who quietly caleulates her chanoes nnd mea-
gures her powers with her difficalties 50 as to
avoid the probability of a fiasre, anidl who
therefore achieves a sucoess wecording to her
endeavor, does more for the resl smmucipation
of her sex than any amouut of pamphleteer.

And really.if we think of it dispassionately,

tobreoo; and she was confessedly an advanced
Liberal when to be a high Tory waa part of
the whole duty of woman, Miss Nightingale
undertook the care of wonnded soldiers with-
out any more publicity than waa absolutely
necessary for the organization of her stafl,
and with not so much as one shriek. Rosa
Bonhenr laughed at those who told her
that animal painting was unwomanly, and
that she had better restrict herself to flowers
and heads, ng became the joune domoissile of
gonventional lifé; but she did not publish her

smme of independence, nor take the
wor%d into her confidenee, and tell them of
ber dificulties and deflance. The lady super-
intendents of our own various sisterhoods
have organized their communities and per-
formed their works of charity with very faint
Llare of trumpets indeed; and weo might
enumerate many more who have guistly
lived the life of action and independence of
which others have only raved, and who have
doneé while their sisters shrieked. These are
the women to be respacted, whether we sym-
pathize with their line of action or not, hav-
ing shown themselves to be trne workers,
capable of snstained effort, and, thercfore,
worthy of the honor which belongs to strength
and endurance,

Of one thing women may be very sure,
though they invarinbly deny it; the world is
glad to take good work from whomsoover will
supply it. The moest certain patent of sug.
cony 18 to deserve it; and if women will prove
that they can do the world's work as well ns
men, they will ahare with them in the labor
and the reward, and if they do it better they
will distance them. Theapproprintion of fields
of Iabior isnot so mneh o question of selfishness
as of (hitherto) proved fitness; but if intimes
to come women cen show better harvesting
than men, can turn out more finished, wore
perfected resulty of any kind, the world’s
eustom will flow to them by the very force of

natural Inw, and they will hove the most to
do ol that which tlhey eau do the best, If
they wish to edueste publie opinion to noe.
cept them ps eqguals with wen, they can only

do so by demounstration, not by shrieks,
Fven men, who are supposed to inherit the
enrth and to possess all the good things of
life, bave to do the same thing, Every young
man yet untried is only in the pesition of
every woman; and, granting that be has not
the deadweight of precedeat and prejudice

against bim, he yet bhas to win his spurs
before he c¢an wear them. DBul women
wint  theirs given to them without

winning, and, moreover, ask to be tanght
how to wear them when they have got them.
They want to be received as masters before
they bave served their apprenticeship, and to
be put into office without [)lL*!Hqu Al exami-
nation or submittiog to compsetition. They
serenm ont for a 1"[.'|.I'|' ﬂlllg(‘.

added; und they ask men to shackle their own
feot, like Lightfoot in the fairy tale, that
they may then bo handicapped to a more
equal running. They do net remember that
their very demand for help vitiates their
claim to equality; oand that if they were
what they assnme to be, they would
siwply tuke without leave asked or given,
and work out their own social salvation
by the irrepressible force of a econeen-
trated will and in the silence of conscious
strength. While the shrieking sisterhood re-
main to the front, the world will stop its ears,
nnd for every hysterical advoeate *‘the canse”
loses a rational adherent and gains a disgustad
oppunent. It is our very desire to see women
happy, noble, fitly employed, and wall re-
muncrated for such work as they can do,
which makes us so indignant with the fpolish
among them who obscure the question they
pretend to elucidate, and put back the canse
which they say they advance, The earnest
and practical workers among women ara a
very different class from thé shriekers; but
we wish the world could dissociate them mors
clearly than it doss at present, and discrimi-
nate betwean them, both in its censure and
its praise.

Friday in Russia,

A correspondent of the London Athenaum
writes as follows from Bt Petersburg with
regard to the observance of Friday in Rus.
sin:—

Was it by mere accident that Defoe selected
the nsme of **Friday” for Urusoe’s savage ? or
was there still in England some remmant of
the mythical revercnoe for Friday, other than
the fancy that it is an unlucky day? At all
events, in some other countries, where I'ri-
day is even more holy thanin England or
Germany, it has been pemsonifled and even
canonized by the Church, Prascovia is well
known to all as a uort of typical Russian
name, but it is less known that the proper
Blavouic spelling is Paraskeva, doy of prepa-
ration, or Friday. At what time 8t, Paraskeva
was canonized would be difficalt to tell,
but probably at the same time with
Bt.. Anastasia (the Greek BSunday), for
in the religious pictures they appear
together. The common appellation of
B, Paraskeva among the Russian people ia
Pyatnitza, Friday—from pyat, five—d{it. the
fifth day of the week, and the churches dedi-
cated to her are called Fyatniki, St. Pyat-
pitza, or Petkn, is also very familisr to the
Berbians, DBulgarians, andall the South Sla-
vonians. With Pyatnitza thers often ap-

enra alsa 8t. Anastasia inanother form, as
t. Nedyela (the old nume of Sunday—UL. not
workingp; and once or ‘twice in the popular
tales we meet with n Mother Soreda, or Wed-
nesday. In many of the rural districts of
Russia, and espocially in the Ukraine, ex.
treme revereuce is paid lo Friday, and no
work at all is dome on that day; cardieg,

spinning, and plonghiog Leing especially
forbidden. In A, D, 1580 the Pulri-
aroch of Coopstantinople, by a circular

letter to the Russ.Lithuanian Lishops, for-
bade the practice of making Friday  fastival
equal to Sunday; nnd in spite of thin wae
find that the peasants of the volozt of Tav-
renaky, from 15901508, made an agreement
not to thresh, or grind, or heat the uvenn on
Fridays, 'There are legendy thut Mother
Friday goes about in white clothes punishing
those women who spin on her dusy with blind-
ness, which can be relleved ouly by praoyess
and penance. Dlindoess is the psnalty,
because the dust and lint arising frowm the
api ning are supposed to got into the eyes of
the saint, She is very apt too to throw into
the room an immense bank, which must be

Friday is named; and we find mauy of the
same superstitions and legends connected
with Fridsy in the German as in the ola-
vonio countries, This is the cmse about
spinning and weaving, which in Germany is
ﬂf:ju forbidden on Thuraday eveniugs, not so
much becanse Thursday was the groat holy
day, an because it was the eve of the day con-
secrated to Freya.

We know that the week was introduced
into Lome from Egypt in the fourth century,
and that the days were named after the
planets nccording to a peouliar system of in-
tervals, It bas heen supposed, by Mannhardt,
among others, that the German and English
pames of the days were translations of the
Latin names; in the case of Tuesday, Wed-
nesday, Thursday, and EFriday, the gods Tin,
Wodan, Thor, and Freya being thought to
correspond to Mars, Mercury, Jove, and
Venus. These names of heathen gods recar-
ring weekly, induced the Germans, who had
by no means got over their Paganism, to ob-
serve in particular ways the days conseorated
to their old gods, and hence the venoration
for Thursday and Friday., Now what is stranga
is that we see thesune obsérvances on Friday,
and to some extent oo Thuraday, in Slavonie
conntries, where the names of the days bave
uo reference to old gods, but are chiefly nu.
merical degigmations,” These observances are
all ovidently Pagan, and can in no way be
traced to sny Cbristian  belief or tradition,
Neither can we suppose that these obsery-
ances were derived from the German ones,
for they difier in some respects, and exist
where no Western influence has ever pene-
trated. It is curious that besides the aotual
connection of the divinities who preside over
Friday, those to whom BSunday s dedicated
are feminine among both the Solavonic and
German peoples. Wednesday's god, how-
gver, which is male in German, is feminine
in the few Sclavenic legends which speak
of her.

We geem therefore led to the conclusion
that the reverence paid to Friday in Russia is
owing to the fact that the days of the week
weére known before the Introdunotion of
Christianity. It is possible indeed that
during the century between the coming of
Rurik and the conversion of 8t. Viadimir, the
Germans, who even then had certain com-
mercial relations with Novgored, may have
introduced the notation by weeks, and even
the names of the days. But it is conceivable
that the week may have been in use in both
Russin and Germany long prior to the intro-
duction of Christianity. I8 there any proof
that it was not brought to the northern
nations direct from the East, without passing
through Greece and Rome? It would be
interesting to know if there exist in England
among the lower classes nny legends as to the
origin of the connexion between Friday and
ill Inck.
